FAMOUS FORTS 
IN U. S. HISTORY 


By ELMO SCOTT WATSON 


P«st It Ran th* Historic 


"Road to Oregon" 


To write tlie history of the great 


Wett without mention of Fort Lurtmie 
would be like playing Hamlet without 
the melancholy Dane. Few posts bar* 
played a more stirring part In the 
story of the frontier than It From 
the date of its establishment In 1834 
by Bobert Campbell, who named it 
Fort William in honor of William Sub- 
lette, hi* partner in for'trading, down 
to the end of the Sioux wars, Fort 
Larainl* was always an Important cen- 
ter of activity in the northern plains. 


The American Fur 
company re- 


named It Fort John, in honor of John 
Sarpy, one of the partner* in that 
company. But even before they dis- 
mantled the poet and moved It a mile 
further up the North Pla"Vte, some time 
In the middle 40's, it became known as 
Fort Larainle, thus helping perpetu- 
ate the memory of a certain Ltt Ramie, 
an early French-Csnadlan trapper who 
had lost his life in an encounter with 
hostile Indians near there. 


Although Fort Lararoie was one ot 


the best known rendezvous of the old- 
time mountain men, the most impor- 
tant era in its history began In 1848 
when the government purchased tlie 
fort from the American Fur company, 
end It became the military sentinel at 
the eastern foot- of the Rockies. As 
such it saw that epic migration, the 
long trains at "covered wagons" go 
winding past along the Oregon trail, 
bound for Oregon or California. 


The Fort Larumlc of a later period 


was fully us important as it was in 
the fur trndmg and emigrant days 
Here in 1851 gathered 10,000 Indians 
of the plains to make a treaty guar- 
anteeing safe conduct for the emi- 
grants, a treaty which was soon re- 
duced to a scrap of puper; from Fort 
Laratule ia ISGo was begun the road 
to the new Montana gold fields which 
brought on tlie Red Cloud war of 186G- 
67, and the next year Fort Laramie 
saw the signing of another treaty of 
peace In which the great Indian lead- 
er achieved his greatest triumph by 
forcing the commissioners to grant 
him virtually everything he asked. 


When war broke out again in 1870. 


Fort Laramie was the center of ac- 
tivity for the military expeditions sent 
against the hostile Sioux and Chej- 
ennes, but when that war m«» over 
tlie principal reason for Fort Laru- 
mle's existence ended, and from that 
time on Us glory and importance 
waned.
